Nil» cases of animal rabies — none in dogs and cats — were experienced in 
Santa Barbara County during 1975, according to Dr. Lawrence Hart, county 
health care services director. 
Dr. Hart attributed the zero incidence of rabies in pets to the “ outstanding 
cooperation of the general public” in the rabies immunization clinics promoted 
in the county. 
He announced that an opportunity to continue the protection against rabies 
will be offered this weekend at two clinics — one for dogs and the other for cats 
— in Lompoc. 
The clinics will be under the auspices of the county’s Department of Animal 
Control, the Mid-Coast Veterinary Medical Assn. and 4-H Clubs. 
The clinic for dogs will be held Saturday from 1 to 4 p.m. in the east parking 
lot of the Veterans Memorial Building at H and Locust. Cats will be in­ 
oculated the same day and time at Pioneer Park, Pine and Fourth. 
For those unable to make this clinic, another one will be held nearby in 
Solvang on Jan. 24 from 2 to 4 p.m. at that community’s Veterans Memorial 
Building, 1745 Mission Dr. Dogs will be inoculated at the front of the building 
and cats at the back. 
The shots are required for dogs and cats four months old or older. The cost is 
$2.50 each. 
Also available at the clinic will be licenses, which are required for all dogs 
four months or older. The cost is $6 for regular dogs, $3 for dogs of senior 
citizens, $3 for altered dogs and $1.50 for altered dogs of senior citizens. Cer­ 
tificates of alteration must accompany the application for license, and senior 
citizens also must provide identification showing they are 65 or older. 
Pet owners are advised that dogs must be on a leash and cats either in 
harness or appropriate carriers.

Lebanese AF planes bomb 
Palestinian positions

BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) - Lebanese 
air force planes bombed Palestinian 
positions around a besieged Christian 
town today and Moslems shelled uptown 
Beirut in a bid to seize the remaining 
international hotels still held by Chris­ 
tian forces. 
Lebanese diplomatic sources in New 
York said they had investigated rumors 
that the Lebanese army had seized 
power in a coup but that consultations 
with various Lebanese missions in 
Europe turned up no evidence to substan­ 
tiate these reports — “ there is no such 
thing as a coup there.” 


(The sources said the rumors probably 


started because of the air force ac­ 
tivities. But they said the neutrality of 
the air force was demonstrated when it 
also bombed Christian Phalangist units 
besieging the Moslem town of Talazata. 
The sources said rockets and mortar 
shells damaging the runways had forced 
closing of the Lebanese airport at 12:30 
p.m. (3:30 a.m. PST) to commercial 
traffic and that shells also had heavily 
damaged a Lebanese telecom ­ 
munications center, cutting off telex and 
most telephone calls to the outside 
world, and making confirmation of 
various rumors difficult. 
The diplomatic sources said the 
Lebanese army also had gone into action 


against pro-Syrian troop units but did not 
specify in which sector the new fighting 
occurred. 


The entrance of the air force into 
Lebanon's nine-month-old civil war 
marked a sharp escalation in the fierce 
fighting that raged throughout Beirut 
and across the country overnight, claim­ 
ing at least 112 dead and 250 wounded in 
the highest toll for 48 hours of violence to 
date. 
The over-all toll since April rose to 
about 8,600 killed and 18,500 wounded. 
The military’s version of the incident 
said two Hawker Hunter air force jets 
were called in to help free an army tank 


convoy ambushed by Palestinian and 
Druze gunmen besieging the Christian 
resort town of Damour, 20 miles south of 
Beirut on the Mediterranean coast. 
“The convoy was attacked and the two 
planes called in to help free it,” a 
military spokesman said. “They bombed 
the gunmens' positions for 20 minutes 
and then withdrew.” 
The spokesman said Palestinian 
guerrillas fired several SAM7 missiles at 
the planes but he denied a Palestinian 
claim that one of the planes had been hit. 
All Telex and telephone communica­ 
tions between Beirut and the outside 
world were cut and Beirut airport was 
closed during the incident. 
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Ford forbids 
Ford concerned over Cuban forces 
release of 
panel reports 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A White 
House official said today President Ford 
has forbidden a House intelligence com­ 
mittee to make public two reports, 
allegedly involving controversial CIA 
funding operations in Italy and Angola. 
A committee member then told a news 
conference the spy agency is involved in 
at least three other top secret opera­ 
tions to which he strongly objects. But he 
refused to discuss them in detail, saying 
they are even secret from many other 
lawmakers. 
“ I know there are three other CIA 
operations going on,” Rep. Leo J. Ryan, 
D-Calif., told a news conference. 
“ I am aware of CIA activities around 
the world to which I have strong objec­ 
tion,” said Ryan, a member of the House 
Select Committee on Intelligence. " I 
know about them, but you do not. I will 
not mention them because they are 
secret.” 
But Ryan attacked Ford’s “national 
security” reasons for keeping the two 
reports secret. “ I think they endanger 
our national reputation rather than 
security,” he said. 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
John Carlson said today Ford told in­ 
telligence committee chairman Otis 
Pike, D-N.Y., Thursday not to publicize 
the two reports because it “ would not be 
in the interests of national security.” 
They allegedly involve millions of 
dollars in CIA funds to fight Communism 
in Italy, where leftists have made big 
gains in recent elections, and Angola, 
where Soviet-supported troops are 
fighting for control of the country. 
Ryan accused the United States of at­ 
tempting to “ mess around in Italian 
politics. 
“ I still believe that this country must 
have the opportunity to engage in mat­ 
ters which must of necessity be kept 
secret,” he said. “ However, this country 
has not yet recovered sufficiently from 
the Watergate use of the national 
security blanket to cover decisions made 
and actions taken which are secret more 
because of their lack of an intelligent 
rationale than because of their danger to 
this country’s best interests.” 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford is concerned about thousands of 
Cuban troops fighting in Angola and will 
use all “ available” means to halt the 
battling without foreign interference, a 
White House spokesman said today. 
“We are concerned about the current 
situation in which Cuban troops are 
fitting in an area in which they have no 
legitimate interest,” said Deputy Press 
Secretary John Carlson. 
The White House statement came as 
Soviet-supported Angolan leftists and 
Cuban troops reportedly launched a 
major drive to defeat factions backed by 
the United States in the African nation’s 
bloody civil war. 
“The President will continue to work 
through diplomatic channels and use 
whatever means are available to him to 
see that this conflict can be resolved 
without foreign interference,” Carlson 
said. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
told a news conference this week that in­ 
telligence reports indicated more than 
7,500 Cuban troops were supporting lef­ 
tist Angolan troops trying to take control 
of the country. 
Kissinger also said the United States 
was holding talks with the Soviet Union 
over the explosive Angola situation. 
“We are still hopeful a solution can be 
achieved.” Carlson said. 


Carlson had been asked about reports 
that Soviet-supported Cuban troops had 
U.S.-supported forces on the run on 
Angola’s northern battlefront. 
At a briefing, Carlson also told 
reporters.

Kissinger loses position 
on intelligence operation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger has lost the 
chairmanship of the 40 Committee that 
oversees U.S. intelligence operations, a 
White House spokesman said today. 
But Deputy White House Press 
Secretary John Carlson said Kissinger 
probably will keep the chairmanship of 
two other White House security affairs 
committees, the Washington Special Ac­ 
tion Group handling emergencies and the 
Verification Panel overseeing Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks matters. 
Carlson said the change came when 
President Ford in November stripped 
the secretary of his dual post as assistant 
for national security matters. That post 
as the President’s right hand man in 
national defense matters went to Brent 
L. Scowcroft who had been Kissinger’s 
deputy. 


The White House assistant’s post 
carries with it chairmanship of the 
National Security Council. That post 
went to Scowcroft. 
The NSC has six committees including 


the 40 group which came under criticism 
during Congressional investigation of 
CIA and other intelligence agencies the 
past year. 
Carlson said Ford still has under study 
and reorganization the whole NSC and 
committee arrangement. 
Although losing the NSC directorship 
and the 40 Committee chairmanship, 
Kissinger has remained in charge of the 
special action and verification commit­ 
tees of the NSC, Carlson said. 
“ It is entirely possible he will retain 
the chairmanship of the two commit­ 
tees” even after the reorganization is 
completed, Carlson said. 


Scowcroft, as NSC director, has taken 
over leadership of the 40 Committee and 
two other committees, Carlson said. He 
said the sixth committee, the Defense 
Planning Review Committee, probably 
will be chaired by Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld. 
The President had signaled in 
November that Kissinger’s losing his 
NSC hat would bring changes.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. John J. 
McFall, D-Calif., the No. 3 ranking 
Democrat in the House, told freshmen 
congressmen today the budget President 
Ford intends to propose next week 
“ could abort economic recovery and 
doom unemployment to intolerably high 
levels.” 


McFall also predicted Congress would 
vote to further extend the 1975 tax cut 
which was extended for another six 
months just before Congress adjourned 
last month. 


McFall made his comments in a 
lengthy statement prepared for delivery 
before a conference of Democrats elect­ 
ed to Congress in 1974. They came back 
to Washington early, before Congress 
reassembles Monday, to demand action 
on bills they had campaigned for. 


In a compromise with Ford, Congress 
agreed to match tax cuts with spending 
cuts if economic conditions warrant. Mc­ 
Fall hinted Congress may find that 


economic conditions do not justify such 
action. 
“We will look closely at economic con­ 
ditions in the spring,” McFall told the 
freshmen. “ But the indications from the 
Joint Economic Committee now are that 
spending cuts could abort economic 
recovery and doom unemployment to in­ 
tolerably high levels. 


“The committee already has attacked 
the $395 billion figure, which we expect 
the President to propose for fiscal 1977, 
as artificially low and lacking in needed 
economic stimulus. 


“So the prospect, as I see it, is that we 
will again extend the tax reduction to 
maintain the economic momentum we 
first triggered last spring and then con­ 
tinued with our action in December.” 


When the freshmen came here a year 
ago, they shook the system.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Without a 
whisper of debate, the Senate Thursday 
passed a controversial bill to modify 
California’s Environmental Quality Act. 
Conservationists, joined by the Brown 
administration, have warned that the bill 
(SB502) is a “ major attempt to weaken” 
California’s environmental protections. 
But Sen. Clare Berryhill, R-Shingle 
Springs, argued just the opposite when 
he presented his measure to the Senate. 
He said he was only “ trying to make 
sense” of the controversial act, which 
requires environmental impact reports 
for most major new developments in the 
state. 
The Senate vote was 24-9, three votes 
more than the majority needed. 
Environmentalists are expected to 


make their major stand when the legisla­ 
tion is heard next in the Assembly 
Resources Committee. Berryhill 
acknowledged a “very difficult” fight 
ahead. 
According to the senator, his legisla­ 
tion would simplify the environmental 
impact reporting system, eliminate 
duplicate and overlapping environmental 
studies and speed up the whole process of 
winning approval for developments. 
All this can be accomplished, he 
declared, “ without affecting the environ­ 
ment one bit.”

County АО gives 
mid-year report 
on County budget

In his mid-year budget 
report. County Administrative 
Officer Raymond D Johnson is 
asking the Board of Supervisors 
lo instruct the development of a 
proposed county budget for 
1976-77 fiscal year 
’which 
provides for no estimated tax 
rate increase and identifies the 
service level reductions neces­ 
sary to do so ” 
The county supervisors 
adopted a budget for the 
current fiscal year, ending June 
30. providing for a tax rate 
boost to 13 31 per 1100 valuation 
on the basis of an $86.5 million 
budget for all countywide 
funds 
The increased Ux levy, plus 
major boosts in property tax 
assessments by the county as­ 
sessor during the past year, 
resulted in a tax revolt on the 
part of a militant Uxpayers' 
group, many of whom have 
failed to pay their first Install­ 
ment taxes for the current tax 
year. 
Johnson made these key 
points in his mid-year report to 
the county supervisors: 
- The budget should be ap­ 
proached with the Idea in mind 
that ad d itio n al F ederal 
revenue-sharing funds will not 
be available for the secowl half 
of the fiscal year starting next 
Jan 1. Revenue-sharing legisla­ 
tion at the Federal level has not 
been renewed and will not be 
before May. if at all. At present 
fimding levels, if cwttinued. the 
county could get another $2 
million or so for that period, 
which would have a con­ 
siderable impact on the tax 
rate. 
- Available revenue-sharing 
funds for the first half of 1976- 
77 fiscal year starting July 1 
should be utilized to accomplish 
only highly critical one-time 
capital outlay requirements of 
the county in its long range 
plan, or be relied upm as a 
source of funds to avoid a tax 
rate boost. 
— The fund balance at the end 
of the current year is likely to 
be well below the $3.9 million 
utilized to help finance the 
current budget. Total General 
Fund requirements from the 
978 2 million appropriation may 
be down some $3.5 million this 
fiscal year, but departmental 
revenues may be off 91.9 
million under estimates, to cut 
into the previous balance. 
There is a possibility that about 
91.6 million may wind up as a 
fund balance going into the new 
fiscal year. alUiough it will de­ 
pend on cash flow from State 
and Federal partnership 
programs. 
— Instructions are needed 
from the board for preparation 
of a preliminary bud^t to be 
filed with the supervisors May 
3. Last year the preliminary 
budget contained no provision 
f(M* salary adjusUnents for the 
some 3.000 county employes, 
and salary negotiations later 


broke down as CIO-AKL Ser­ 
vice Kmployes International 
I’nion and County Firefighters 
tinlon members went on 
a 
strike, with the result five per 
cent pay boosts were awarded 
the bulk of county workers. 
— There are a “number of op­ 
tions'* available which the 
supervisors can doubtlessly dis­ 
cuss in executive sessions in­ 
volving salary adjustments for 
the new fiscal year. It Is felt 
“premature" at this time to 
suggest the supervisors adopt a 
specific salary or length of 
work week* policy since meet 
and confer sessions with 
employe groups is not slated to 
start lintil after March 1. 
— Eadi one per cent of salary 
adjustment requires 9400.000 in 
needed added funding salaries 
and benefits totaled 938.9 
million in the current budget 
and represented 
the lar^st 
single item Continuance of In­ 
flation gnd continued rise of 
Consumer Price Index is still 
eroding paychecks. 
— Input from department 
heads as to impact of two. five 
and 10 per cent reductions in 
their budgets has been under 
study and can be useful in 
detennining possible service 
cuts which w(Hild have little or 
no effect on the general public. 
— Budget uncertainties at 
this point include the effect of 
State cost control directives on 
public assistance programs. 
— Full year funding of the 
new 20-bed Santa M aria 
Juvenile facility which is 
costing in excess of 9750.000 and 
is reported to have a 9200,000 
per year maintenance cost will 
require additions to the budget, 
along with continuation of ex­ 
panded child support activities 
for which added revenues are 
also expected. 
— In recent years inflation 
has outstripped growth in the 
local property tax base.

SILVA PORTO. Angola 
(UP!) - Thousands of Soviet- 
bucked forces in Angola have 
launched major offensives in 
the north and south, forcing 
their pro-Western rivals to seek 
international mercenaries to 
stop the Marxist advances 
Leaders of the National 
Union 
for 
the 
Total 
Independence of Angola said 
Thursday an armored column 
of about 1,000 soldiers of the 
Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola, backed by 
Cuban troops and Russian ad­ 
visers. was advancing south 
toward the strategic eastern 
town of Luso. 
The town straddles the 
Benguela railroad, which is the 
copper export route for neigh­ 
boring Zaire and Zambia. 
Commanders of the pro- 
Western forces about 300 miles 
south of the Marxist capital of 
Luanda said their troops were 
holding out against the strong 
attacks, which one ranking of­ 
ficer said were spearheaded by 
Cubans. 
“There is not a black face in 
sight.“ he told reporters. 
In the north, pro-Western 
army sources said, the Popular 
Movement was consolidating 
its position after forcing 
soldiers of the National Front 
for the Liberation of Angola out 
of operational and military 
headquarters and capturing 
large quantities of arms and 
several aircraft. 
In Washington, the State 
Department denied a report by 
the Scripps-Howard new­ 
spapers that troops of the 
28t900-member National Front 
were fleeing for their lives into 
neighboring Zaire. 
; Scripps-Howard said the re­ 
port was made in a secret cable 
issued by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger.

China, Russ trade insults 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. 
(UPI) — The Soviet Union and 
China, trading angry insults at 
the UN Security Council 
debate on the Middle East, have 
accused each other of helping 
Israel against the Arabs. 
Soviet Ambassador Yakov 
Malik and Lai Ya-li. deputy 
chief of the Chinese delegation, 
tangled Thursday in a bitter ex­ 
change that threatened to bog 
down the debate on Palestinian 
rights. 
Lai warned the Arabs the 
Soviet Union was “ more 
sinister than the Zionists, with 
murder in its heart.” 
He said neither of the two 
superpowers — Peking’s term 


for the Soviet Union and the 
United States - had any inten­ 
tion of seeking Middle East 
peace and were primarily in­ 
terested in the area’s oil poten­ 
tial. 
Lai accused the Soviet Union 
of providing manpower to 
Israel while the United States 
provided money and arms. 
Malik charged the Chinese 
sought to “exacerbate and heat 
up tension in the Middle East” 
to provoke war between the 
Arabs and Israel and eventual­ 
ly between the Soviet Union and 
the United States. 
“War in the Middle East is a 
fire under our window, sir, not 
under yours,” Malik said. “We 
have quite enough of our own 


oil. thank you — more than 
enough. We don’t need the Mid­ 
dle East oil.” 
Although Lai said China 
“firmly condemns the Israeli- 
Zionist aggression and opposes 
the superpowers for their in­ 
tervention and their support to 
Israel,” Malik said Peking now 
found itself “not on the side of 
the Arabs but rather on the side 
of the aggressor.” 
Malik shrugged off the 
Chinese charges, saying. “ We 
were slandered by (Nazi 
leaders) Goebbels and Hitler 
and they are now part of the 
past. We survive.” 
“The Soviet Union is follow­ 
ing in the footsteps of Hitler,” 
Lai replied. 


CHATSWORTH, Calif. (UPI) 
- They were the same gases 
that killed hundreds of troops in 
World War I. Except this time, 
the clouds of phosgene and 
chlorine were sweeping over a 
suburb of Los Angeles. 
Before it was over Thursday, 
the gas clouds from a burning 
factory had hospitalized 72 
persons. 
Police helicopters blared 
warnings and officers were told 
to kick in doors if neccesary to 
rouse sleepers. Some 2,000 
persons were hurriedly eva­ 
cuated from a 16-block area. 
Witnesses described how fire­ 
men, caught by surprise in the 
first wave of gas, “dropped like 
flies.” An executive from the 
burning plant “ began to retch 
and went down like a ton of 
bricks” after taking one breath 
of the poisonous fumes 


FBI chief 
announces 
objectives 


SCOTTSDALE, Ariz. (UPI) 
— FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley says the FBI is focusing 
its efforts on the battles against 
organized crime, white collar 
crime and terrorism. 
“ Briefly, this approach con­ 
centrates FBI resources on its 
most critical priority con­ 
cerns,” Kelley said Thursday. 
“We’ve tagged it a 'quality over 
quantity’ approach to our in­ 
vestigative operations.” 
“ Among the problem areas 
being targeted are organized 
crime, white collar crime and 
terrorist activities,” he said. 
Kelley, who has spoken 
frequently of the FBI’s interest 
in organized crime and ter­ 
rorism, said white collar crime 
was given high priority because 
of the enormous monetary toll 
it claims each year. 
The U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce recently estimated the 
annual loss through embezzle­ 
ment and other forms of white 
collar crime at $40 billion, 
Kelley said. 
Kelley, addressing a dinner 
club here, said that although 
the FBI has been “ bruised” by 
widely publicized criticisms of 
some of its past policies, “we 
have not, however been crip­ 
pled.” 


The fumes hospitalized 40 
firemen, including three placed 
under intensive care for lung 
damage, plus U policemen and 
21 residents. Thirty-two were 
still hospitalised today. 
“ I was outside washing my 
car,” said John Hanna, 28, who 
lives near the factory “ I 
started to get pains in my chest. 
My face started to burn. I just 
felt sick. I went inside and a 
few minutes later the police 
came by.” 
The fire burned a 125-by-150- 
foot plant shared by Pacific 
Lithograph Co. and Nord Tech 
and Lago Calc, makers of 
printed circuit boards for 
calculators. Stored there were 
14 metal cylinders of chlorine 
gas. 15 containers of hydro­ 


chloric acid and large quanti­ 
ties of a plastic that, when 
burned, gives off phosgene gas. 


The first firemen on the scene 
“knocked down the fire quickly 
and then they started to drop 
like flies.” said Fire Depart­ 
ment inspector Jack Sisk. “We 
realized we had a chemical 
problem.” 
Even firemen wearing 
protective masks dropped to 
their knees, throats and lungs 
burning, vomiting. Some had to 
be dragged to safety by com­ 
rades gasping for breath. 
Jesus Mut, a vice president of 
the calculator parts companies, 
returned to the buildings to ad­ 
vise firemen as to the location 
of the chemicals. “ He stuck his 
head in the door and just got a 


whiff of that stuff and it just 
blew him over backward,” said 
a television cameraman, Rod 
Gilmore 
“He began to retch and went 
down like a ton of bricks.” 
Winds from the Santa Susan­ 
na Pass sent the gas cloud 
billowing into the suburbs of the 
western San Fernando Valley. 
Fumes could be detected 17 
miles from the fire. 
Police would not allow resi­ 
dents to return to their homes 
for 7Vk hours. 
Firemen in special protective 
suits finally entered the burned- 
out building, neutralized some 
of the gas sources with 
chemical foam and loaded the 
containers on trucks which took 
them to a rocket testing facility 
nine miles way. 
Extra doctors, nurses 
hired for public hospitals 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
County health authorities began 
hiring extra doctors and nurses 
today for public hospitals 
swamped by the doctors’ strike, 
warning that the 16-day-old sl­ 
owdown is nearing “a full stage 
disaster condition.” 
“The situation is extremely 
serious,” County Health Direc­ 
tor Liston Witherill wrote to 
Robert Gnaizda, deputy state 
secretary of health and welfare 
and special deputy to Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. 
“ Patients are suffering and 
are pawns in the malpractice 
issue. The local taxpayers 
should not, and cannot, bear the 
burden of a statewide 
problem.” 
The strike by doctors in 
private practice and at private 
hospitals, protesting a 327 per 
cent increase in malpractice in­ 
surance premiums, has thrown 
a steadily growing burden on 
the 11 county hospitals, the only 
source of medical care for thou­ 
sands of patients. 
Almost all “ budgeted” beds 


— those the medical staff can 
give adequate care — are Riled. 
Even with a slight earing in the 
emergency room and patient 
load Thursday, there were only 
66 beds left, and 3,692 filled. 
Witherill noted that he will 
soon be forced to activate the 
1,000-bed disaster reserve, an 
unprecedented action 
When that occurs, he warned 
the state government “ We will 
be at a full stage disaster con­ 
dition.” 
Witherill’s office Thursday 
hired 12 extra nurses, and plan­ 
ned to hire another 112 nurses 
and four doctors. 
In addition, he said, the situa­ 
tion is “extremely serious” at 
private hospital emergency 
rooms. The strike affects 97 of 
the 234 private hospitals. 
Although it has virtually ended 
all non-elective surgery and 
non-emergency treatment, the 
emergency rooms continued 
treating cases, stabilizing them 
and sending them to the nearest 
public hospital. 
Now, Witherill said, doctors 


have begun sending all but the 
most serious emergency cases 
directly to a public hospital. 
The United Physicians of 
California, one of the groups 
coordinating the protest, said 17 
striking doctors went back to 
work to handle the load of 
emergencies at several hos­ 
pitals. 
“ It proves the compassion of 
doctors for their patients, for 
the public at large." argued a 
spokesman for the group, which 
has been accused of callousness 
to the public and the obligations 
of the medical profession

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Farm labor board's emergency 


funding bill in deep trouble 


SACRAMENTO (SPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
emergency $3.8 million 
appropriations bill to keep the 
new farm labor board from go­ 
ing broke and closing shop ap­ 
peared in deepening trouble to­ 
day in the legislature. 
A scheduled Assembly com­ 
mittee vote was struck from 
today’s agenda as Democratic 
leaders admitted they probably 
could not muster enough votes 
in the full Assembly to win pas­ 
sage of the measure. 
Mounting demands from 
Republicans to overhaul the 
agency’s operations made Sen­ 
ate approval appear likewise 
doubtful at the moment. 
The 
4 Vi-month-old 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board, meantime, ordered 
what was termed a “special 
emergency” meeting today to 
face a decision on when it will 
have to order an halt to its farm 
worker elections. 
The 200 employes of the board 
already have been put on 
precautionary notice they will 
be laid off early next month if 
the legislature fails to approve 
extra money. 
A decision to stop accepting 


petitions for union representa­ 
tion elections would most 
dramatically affect the Imperi­ 
al Valley where large-scale 
harvesting and union organizing 
is under way. 
In what a spokesman said 
was an effort to stretch existing 
dollars as far as possible, the 
board also faces calling off 
hearings for elections that 
already have been completed. 
This would block certification 
of union victories and prevent 
contract negotiations. 
Pressing for farmer-sought 
“reforms,” the Assembly’s 25 
Republicans have united in a 
block against the appropriation 
bill and rural Democrats who 
are up for re-election con- 
ceeded they could not vote for it 
now. 
That would make it impossi­ 
ble for Brown to obtain the 
necessary two-thirds margin of 
support needed for passage un­ 
less he bows to some of the de­ 
mands for changes in the law. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy and Ways and Means 
Committee Chairman John 
Foran, both San Francisco 
Democrats, said the appropria­ 
tion measure (AB1300) was 


taken off the committee calen­ 
dar until next week so they 
could determine the strength of 
opponents. 
Sen. Clare Berryhill, R- 
Shingle Springs, a grape grower 
and leader of the opposition 
drive, said in the Senate, “ I can 
tell you flat out I’ve got enough 
votes to stop that appropriation 
unless there are some 
changes.” 
Brown himself steered clear 
of answering questions of how 
hard he would personally fight 
for the embattled proposal, say­ 
ing the issue was now in the 
hands of the legislature. 
Farmers, who cautiously sup­ 
ported the bill when Brown 
marched it through the legisla­ 
ture last year, now argue the 
law works in favor of unions. 
With the help of GOP 
legislators they have advanced 
a list of demanded changes, in­ 
cluding the repeal of unfair 
labor practice sanctions that 
require payment of back wages 
to workers. Growers also want 
more time to prepare for elec­ 
tions and want to be able to 
petition for elections themsel­ 
ves, a right now only given to 
unions. 


Voters set 


to decide 


tax delay 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As 
the result of legislative action, 
voters next June will decide a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment enabling elderly citizens 
of modest means to delay pay­ 
ing property taxes on their 
homes until death. 
TTie Senate voted final ap­ 
proval to the measure (SCA16) 
Thursday on a 31-2 vote to ac­ 
cept Assembly amendments. 
The provision will appear on the 
June 8 primary election ballot. 
Supporters contend the 
measure, by Sen. John Nejedly, 
R-Walnut Creek, would end the 
threat of eviction to elderly 
home owners who cannot pay 
their tax bills. 
Currently, the government 
can sell the house to recover 
taxes that are delinquent for 
five years or more, but at least 
one legislator questioned 
whether any elderly citizens 
are actually evicted for non­ 
payment. 
The proposal basically would 
permit delaying payment of 
delinquent taxes until the 
amount equaled the value of the 
house. 


JACKSON, Miss. (UPI) - 
Mississippi businessmen were 
cautioned Thursday by Attor­ 
ney General A. F. Summer to 
beware of a deceptive advertis­ 
ing scheme allegedly originat­ 
ing from a Southern California 
firm. 
Summer said the consumer 
protection division of his office 
began looking into the matter 
following complaints by Missis­ 
sippi manufacturers regarding 
a firm identified as Space 
Advertising Agency of Redondo 
Beach, Calif. 
Summer said the investiga­ 
tion revealed that postal 
authorities in California had in­ 
itiated a mail stop order 
against the firm. 
The attorney general outlined 
the alleged scheme in a written 
statement. He said the transac­ 
tions usually begin with busi­ 
nessmen getting a call asking if 
they wish to renew advertise­ 
ments placed in past editions of 
certain publications. 
“The caller leaves the im­ 
pression that this publication is 
familiar to the businessman 
and that the transaction is a 
routine matter,” Summer said. 
“However, in many instances, 
the business may never have 
dealt with the publication 
before.” 
After the initial phone call, he 
said, the business usually will 
receive an invoice of charges 
for the advertising whether or 


not the ads were authorized. 
“The fulcrum of the entire 
scheme is that the bill will be 
paid without being checked as 
to its validity,” Summer said.

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Public financing bill for statewide 


political campaigns passes first test 


SACRAMENTO tU PI) - 
Faring a fast approaching 
deadline and an uncertain 
future, a major bill for public 
financing of legislative and 
statewide political campaigns 
has won approval in its first As­ 
sembly committee test 
The legislation (AB2564) by 
A s s e m b l y m a n 
Howard 
Berman. D-Beverlv Hills, was 
approved Thursday on a 6-3 vote 
of the Elections and Reap- 
proftriation Committee and was 
sent to Ways and Means 
Under legislative rules, the 
bill, which would also set 
speinding limits on statewide 
and legislative campaigns, has 
to be voted on by the full house 


by Jan, 30 
Berman conceded that the 
measure needs some changes 
and predicted that it would be a 
"tight fight" on the floor. 
It met heavv opposition during 
the hearing from representa­ 
tives of the Republican Party. 
People's Lobby and the Ameri­ 
can Civil Liberties Union The 
measure was supported by 
Common Cause. 
Although the bill does not call 
for any state appropriation, 
supporters, who hope to devise 
a way to finance the measure 
later, agreed that the partial 
underwriting of statewide and 
legislative candidates for pri­ 
mary and general elections 


could cost between |70 million 
and $60 million ever four years. 
Under the legislation, guber­ 
natorial candidates would be 
limited to spending $1.3 million 
during general elections; other 
statewide candidates, such as 
the secretary of state and state 
controller. $450,000; 
Senate 
candidates $90,000; and As­ 
sembly contenders $70,000. The 
ceiling would be somewhat 
lower during primary elections. 
Incumbents would be re­ 
quired to spend 10 per cent less 
than their challengers. 
Supporters argued that 
provisions in the bill limiting 
contributions would severely 
reduce the power of special in-

Waltons accompany Ira Hope 
on trip to his native land 


Leningrad 
is 
the 
most 
b eau tifu l; 
Moscow the most 
metropolitan; Kiev the most friendly. 
Such is the feeling of Mara Walton, 
returned from a nine-day tour of Russia 
with relatives. Prime reason for the trip 
was a return visit for her father, Ira 
Hope. 78. once a native known as 
Spiridon Nadeyeff. Also on the trip were 
Mara's husband Robert; his sister 
Wanda Middlesworth of Henry. Neb.; his 
aunt, Nora Mason from Bell, her son and 
wife. Roger and Bunny Ayers of Palos 
Verdes. 
In Moscow, the travelers were met by 
Hope’s brother Vanya Nadeyeff and his 
wife Luba, the men’s oldest and youngest 
sisters, and a large group of other 
relatives. Hope is oldest of a family of 
ten. Four only remain. He had seen none 
for 58 years when the youngest sister 
was two. 
Leaving Los Angeles International Air­ 
port by Aeroflot on a Sunday morning, 
the American travelers landed at 
Shermetyev Airport a little after dark on 
Monday. Near halfway around the world, 
Moscow has an 11-hour time difference 
from L A. 
Bused into Moscow, the travelers 
checked in at the Russia Hotel right off 
Red Square, where they had to turn in 
their passports to get one of the 6,000 
rooms. At check-out time rooms are in­ 
spected before the visas are returned. 
Walton took flash pictures in the hotel 
lobby, then all went up to the room 
where “ the Russian language flew fast 
and furious.” Both Mara and her father 
speak it fluently so served as in­ 
terpreters. 
“ Such a lot of hugging and kissing,” 
she reports, “ when I was small I used to 
feel deprived because I had no grand­ 
parents. aunts or uncles around.” 
Downstairs the group had dinner then 
five of the Americans went for a walk in 
Red Square. A traffic cop stopped their 
progress, asking for a fine of one ruble 
each for jay-walking. “ But we have no 
Russian money, only American,” Mara 
retorted, “ and besides, look at all the 
Russian people walking there!” The of­ 
ficer sighed, saluted, and walked away. 
Next day came a tour ol the Kremlin 
and visit to the Armory Museum where 
there were carriages used by the czars, 
clothes, crowns and armor. “ It’s a 
wonder there are any pearls, diamonds, 
rubies or emeralds left,” remarks 
Walton, “ So many were used to decorate 
the stuff!” 
Leaving the museum, the group passed 
doors leading further into the Kremlin. 
“ It gave me an eerie feeling” he says, 
“ but Mara winked at one of the soldier 
guards who nearly ‘cracked up.” ’ 
Also visited were many 15th Century 
cathedrals, gold domed, lavishly 
decorated and filled with statuary and 
priceless paintings. 
That afternoon the travelers went to a 
relative's apartment for a welcoming 
lunch. Two kinds of caviar, five kinds of 
fish, several cheeses, tomatoes, carrots 
with horseradish, cold roast, other 
goodies and even sliced pork fat started 
the feast. 
Toasts were offered with champagne, 
other wines, straight vodka and beer. 
After about two hours, the second course 
came — this 
a special fish, sudack, 
found only in the Volga river. Next came 
pelmenie, marble-sized pieces of meat 
wrapped in dough and boiled. With two 
more courses to go — tea with cakes, 
cheese and fruit, the guests were more 
than filled and had runout of time. They 
found they must leave to attend the 
ballet. 
On Thursday, the USSR Exhibition of 
Economic Achievements, a sort of per­ 
manent world fair type of display at­ 
tracted their attention. Next they rode 
the Metro, the Moscow subway, 
described as really nice with stained 
glass windows and murals, with no litter 
or graffiti. One may ride all day for a 
five-cent charge. 
One sees no litter in Moscow, they 
report. The city seems dingy but clean 
and streets are continually swept with 
twig brooms. The Lompoc tfavelers saw 
but one exception—an American cigaret­ 
te box and wrapper. “ It made us want to 
run pick it up.” says Mara. 
Stores are crowded always as are the 
streets. One seldom sees children as 
most are in school or cared for by grand­ 
mothers while mothers work. Sober 
faces are the rule; there are few smiles, 
and photographs are discouraged. 
However, reports Mara, one never sees 
extremes of rich or poor. All seem well 
dressed and very few women wear sl­ 
acks. Lots of smoking was observed. 
Each person carries a small bag or brief­ 
case. 
No unemployment is observed. Many 
people are kept busy as “ sitters” or 
cleaning the streets. Sitters are on each 
floor of museums, hotels and business 
places, to observe help, and keep the 
keys. 
Public dining room tables are well ap­ 
pointed with linens and crystal but one 
must ask for water. Russians seem to 
have a fantastic pride in their country. 
“Crimes.” says Hope, “ are not repeated 
as punishments are so severe.” He 
remembers an occasion when four men 
were accused of rape. All were shot. 
Every young man serves two to three 
years in the army, getting clothing, food 
and lodging plus 30 rubles per month. An 
architect earns an average of 350 rubles 
a month, translated to about a third 
more in American dollars. Retired 
women can rent a pension (flat) of com­ 


bined kitchen-living room for 60 rubles. 
A Russian can work for a month to pay 
for one pair of shoes. They were sur­ 
prised that Americans could buy three 
pair for a day's pay. There are few 
private cars and few private washing 
machines. Public laundromats are the 
answer. Eye glasses cost $2-$3 but apples 
are a ruble each (about $1.25) and a 
round loaf of pumpemickle bread, 22 
cents. 
Flying to Kiev on a tour, the travelers 
arrived about dark Here they found peo­ 
ple most friendly, going out of their way 
to help, and “ so knowledgeable.” Their 
intourist guide, a girl, earns $150 per 
month and gets a 50 per cent discount on 
clothing as an extra bonus 
Mara managed to get tickets to a 
circus, a one-ring affair performing in a 
permanent building. 
In the last act, horseback riders were 
dressed as cossacks. hanging by their 
heels from the saddle horn while picking 
up handkerchiefs by their teeth. 


“ Pop’s eyes were really shining, says 
Walton, “ you could see him remember­ 
ing the old days!” (Hope was a white 
Russian during the revolution.) 
A tour of the city the next day took 
them to St. Sophia Cathedral, Kievo- 
Pecherska Lavra Monastery, Zolotiye 
Vorota and for a bluff-top view of the 
city and the Dnieper river. 


The people of Kiev were more brightly 
dressed and seemed a lot happier than 
those in Moscow. 


For dinner, they had chicken Kiev, 
“ pretty good” says Walton, “ but I’ve 
tasted better in the United States.” Cof­ 
fee was always served following the 
meal, and without milk or cream. The 
travelers took a 250 volt heating coil, ins­ 
tant coffee and Creamora so had coffee 
in their rooms. 


Tours the following day took them to 
see the Cythian Gold exhibit in the 
monastery, "most impressive.” One 
gold helmet was encrusted with 800 
pearls, and a lot of diamonds, rubies and 
emeralds. Hope's oldest sister, Shura, 
her son-in-law and granddaughter 
Olycia. 8. took them on a walking tour. 
The sidewalk of the main street was 30 
feet wide and absolutely “ jam packed” 
with people. They stopped at an active 
Russian Orthodox Church, one of ten still 
active 
Worshipers were mostly old 
although there were a few young. 


On to Leningrad by jet, they arrived 
near midnight to find a foot of snow. On 
Sunday, they went to the Hermitage 
Museum, former winter palace of the 
czars. An average of 20,000 tour it daily. 
Most impressive were the huge 
. malachite columns and tables and the 
lapis lazurite tables. One sculpture of 
solid sterling silver was said to weigh 25 
tons “ and looked every bit of it.” 
Chandeliers and carvings were gold 
gilded. On a tour that afternoon, they 
saw the Admiralty, the Neva river, 
frozen over but filled with ships and tugs 
plowing through. That night they at­ 
tended a circus with jugglers and 
acrobats as nimble performers. 


Morning found them up at 5 o’clock 
ready to leave for the airport and 
breakfast before departure at noon for 
home. After stops at Shannon and New 
York, they reached Los Angeles around 
11 p.m. 


Now settled back home in the Village, 
Hope is well satisfied with the trip to his 
native land but ready to forget future 
long trips. Hopefully some of his 
relatives will fly to America for a visit. 
His oldest sister, Alya, writes that it is 
her fondest wish to come. 


As for Mara and Robert, they’d like to 
return for more sight-seeing and visits 
with relatives, next time taking their 
daughter Elaina, a Cabrillo High School 
student.

The petition by Citizens for 
Jobs and Energy claims that 
the limitations violate constitu*- 
tional guarantees of free 
speech, unlawfully restricting 
the rights of citizens "who 
desire to engage in political 
communication'' and "who 
desire to receive information." 
Attorney Stephen Reinhardt 
suggested in his arguments 


against the restrictions that 
Proposition 9 was a misguided 
reaction to political corruption.

Captain radios 
ship in danger 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPi> - 
The captain of the disabled 
freighter Caspian Career with a 
crew of 34 radioed Thursday 
night his ship was in danger of 
breaking up in the Pacific about 
1.100 miles west of here.

Vatican's 
stand 
criticized

The Vatican's latest declara­ 
tion condemning premarital 
sex. masturbation and homo­ 
sexuality has drawn sharp 
criticism from Roman Cath­ 
olics. 
The stand on homosexuality 
drew the most criticism. 


The Vatican, in a "Declara­ 
tion on Certain Questions 
Concerning Sexual Ethics" 
Thursday, denounced what it 
called society’s "unbridled ex­ 
altation of sex" and reasserted 
traditional church views on sex­ 
ual moraljty. 
The Rev. Roberto Tucci, in a 
Vatican news conference, said 
the church had nothing against 
sexual pleasure "so long as it is 
exercised in a legitim ate 
marriage." 


The Rev. Charles Larsen, a 
homosexual priest and director 
of the Council on Religion and 
the Homosexual in San Francis­ 
co. said he was displeased with 
the declaration. 
"This thing about being in­ 
curable — well, I would con­ 
sider that there are many well 
adjusted homosexuals who 
don’t have to be cured of 
anything. 
"I see my own homosexuality 
as a gift from God ... •• 
The Rev. John Bar bone of the 
Metropolitan 
Community 
Church in San Francisco, a 
church which has a large 
number of homosexual pari- 
shiners, said the declaration in­ 
cluded "a lot of statements that 
are founded in truth, but the 
truth is not extended very far. 
"What we wind up with," he 
said, "is statements that don’t 
go far enough in exploring the 
truthfulness of what they said. 
They’re talking about under­ 
standing on one hand, then 
come up with conclusions that 
are indicative of not understan­ 
ding.” 
Barbone said the declaration, 
prepared by the Sacred Congre­ 
gation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, an official church 
watchdog on doctrine once 
known as the Inquisition, 
overlooks the positive aspects 
of sexuality.

U.S. District Judge Samuel 
Conti made a strong plea Thurs­ 
day for the death penalty and 
criticized society’s permis­ 
siveness in sentencing Miss 
Moore.

"You would not be standing 
here before me today if we had 
in this country an effective 
capital punishment law," Conti 
said. 
Miss Moore pleaded guilty 
Dec. 16 to a charge of trying to 
shoot Ford on Sept. 22 as he was 
leaving a downtown hotel. The 
President was uninjured and 
Miss Moore was quickly cap­ 
tured. 
She will be eligible for parole 
in 15 years. 
She was the second person in 
California in recent weeks to 
receive a life sentence for try­ 
ing to assassinate Ford.

The second major snowstorm 
in three days swept across 
Michigan Thursday, causing a 
road salt shortage and threat­ 
ening to cave in roofs.

The workmen were building 
an addition to the Warrenton 
Products Co., a soft drink firm, 
when the wall fell before 
strong, gusty winds. 
Michigan’s latest storm 
dumped as much as four inches 
of snow on areas just digging 
out from a Tuesday storm that 
left eight or more inches on the 
ground. 
Snow continued today north 
of the Ohio Valley. A heavy 
snow warning was posted for 
portions of central Michigan for 
four or more inches of snow. 
Travelers’ advisories were 
posted for lower Michigan, 
northern Indiana, northern 
Ohio, northwestern Pennsyl­ 
vania and western Maryland for 
snow and freezing rain. 
O fficials in the Detroit 
metropolitan area said their 
supplies of salt for icy, snow- 
covered roads and streets were 
running low. One suburb, 
Clawson, said it already had 
run out of salt.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -

Robbins said the legislature 
originally intended that the dis­ 
count "shall be given.” but the 
law was worded to give the ad­ 
ministration discretion over 
whether the money “ may be

Americans in Mexican jails 
mint fear being killed by other 
prisoners, held without charges 
or evidence, beaten, shocked 
with electrical wires, and 
fleeced of thousands of dollars 
by unscrupulous lawyers and 
corrupt officials, a parade of 
witnesses complained. 


Almost all protested that U.S. 
agencies pressure the Mexican 
government to go hard on 
Americans and that consular 
officials refused to help them. 
Rep. Barry Gddwater Jr., R- 
Calif., held the hearing, saying 
despite the mounting concern 
over U.S. citizens in Mexican 
prisons, “sometimes you have 
to hit the State Department 
over the head to get their atten­ 
tion. 
"This is another whack with

Mrs. Charles Harrison of 
Santa Ana, Calif., read a state­ 
ment by her daughter, Karen, 
arrested at the Mexico City air­ 
port with her husband, Jim. 
"An American agent came 
and he did witness Jim being 


shocked, and I believe he saw 
me being slapped around a few 
times. This agent is Arthur 
Sedillo, badge No. 1944. I saw 
his full credentials. I took note 
and made sure they were 
American credentials because I 
wanted to see an American face 
at that time.” 
She said Sedillo "advised us 
to cooperate fully with the Mex­ 
ican government, as they were 
serious as could be about taking 
people for rides or throwing me 
in the river.” 
Mrs. Harrison testified that 
she later met and spoke to 
Sedillo at the U.S. embassy, and 
he told her that he had pointed 
out her daughter for arrest, and 
could get her released if she 
would testify before a federal 
grand jury in the United States. 
She said her daughter was im­ 
prisoned for more than 21 
months without trial, although 
Mexican records showed she 
had no narcotics on her or in 
her luggage. 


She said the first time she 
saw her daughter "her face was 
swollen and bruised. Her frogt 
teeth were chipped and she 
could hardly open her mouth” 
because of beatings. 
Mrs. Juanita Carter of 
Hawthorne, Calif., testified 
that her son Peter was also 
arrested at the Mexico City air­ 
port. He was beaten, stripped, 
soaked with water and given 
electric shocks to "sensitive 
parts of his body,” she said. 
Peter Depuy said that as he 
landed his light plane at San 
Luis, Mexico, troops opened 
fire, inflicting more than 100 
bullet holes. He gave Gold water 
a photo of a bullet-riddled

school, provided that such rules and regulations shall not permit 
students to smoke in any classroom or other enclosed facility 
which any student is required to occupy or which is customarily 
occupied by non-smoking students. 


(c) The governing board of any school district maintaining a high 
school shall take all steps it deems practical to discourage high 
school students from smoking. 


Education Code, Section 10602.5

Game rug hates water 
Miami 
not Super 


MIAMI (UPI) - The Pittsburgh 
Steelers were ready to play the Super 
Bowl on Thursday. 
But they were sure glad they didn’t. 
The defending NFL champions, who 
meet the Dallas Cowboys in the 10th 
Super Bowl Sunday, are definitely get­ 
ting restless. 
“Our guys are really ready to go,” said 
Steelers coach Chuck Noll. “We are hav­ 
ing to slow them down a little bit. I know 
they have been getting itchy to get it 
on.” 
Thursday, however, was not a good 
day for the Super Bowl and suddenly they 
are beginning to sweat Sunday’s weather 
in this alleged sunshine paradise. 
A monsoon-like rain struck the Miami 
area at midday Thursday and more rain 
was in the forecast for the next two days. 
The tentative forecast for game day is 
for a dry track, but showers during the 
contest could bring about a travesty. 
The rapidly decaying polyturf surface 
at the Orange Bowl has the reputation of 
taking on a skating rink-like texture 
when struck by showers. The field will be 
covered until a few hours before kickoff. 
Noll, however, was not concerned so 
much with the weather as he was the 
mental condition of his team. 
The Steelers’ coach revealed he had 
put his team through a surprise scrim­ 
mage Wednesday in an attempt to shake 
the players out of their real or imagined 
lethargy. 
“It was a violent workout,” Noll said. 
“We came out of it with some twists and 
bruises. Now we will start to taper off.” 
At the Fort Lauderdale camp of the 
Cowboys, coach Tom Landry said he was 
not prepared to have his players out hit­ 
ting each other hard at this stage of the 
proceedings. 


“I want them concentrating on what 
they have to do right now,” Landry said. 
“The time to get violent is on the day of 
the game.” 
But edginess was to be seen 
everywhere. 
“I could have played this game days 
ago,” said the Steelers’ Mel Blount, 
whose 11 interceptions led the NFL this 
season. 
“The nervousness is starting to build,” 
said Cowboys defensive end Harvey 
Martin. “I would say it is a combination 
of being loose and tight at the same time. 
“I think it is exactly the same kind of 
feeling we had before the Los Angeles 
game (for the NFC championship).” 
On the injury front, Noll said defensive 
tackle Joe Greene was “ lVfe per cent bet­ 
ter than he was 24 hours ago,” and 
Landry said he expected Martin, suffer­ 
ing from a bruised thigh, to be at full ef­ 
ficiency. 


Following Thursday’s workouts the 
players went into isolation from the 
more than 1,000 reporters in town. 
The coaches were still available, 
however, and Noll and Landry were 
beginning to define more closely their 
chief worries for the game. 
“I think it is all important that we con­ 
trol the ball as much as possible,” said 
Noll. 
“Obviously you don’t want the other 
team to have the ball, but you want 
Dallas to have it less than others because 
of the things they can do with it. 
They have that facility to make the big 
play that has won for them. They did it 
against Minnesota late and they did it 
against Los Angeles early. 
“We like to think of ourselves as 
capable of making the big play, too, but 
we also think we can grind it out and con­ 
trol the ball. And I think that is 
something we must do Sunday.”

Against the Dallas flex (two defensive 
linemen up on the ball, two men back to read and 
react», it's important to establish first-down 
dominance It can be achieved by throwing on 
first down and running on second, to reverse 
usual pattern But Terry Bradshaw will have to 
complete 60 per cent to make that strategy 
work 
Look for isolation of deep receiver Lynn 
Swann on comer back 
Mark Washington on 
right side of field because Cowboys frequently 
play man-to-man and play action can lure roving 
safety Cliff Harris up dose 
Running backs Harris and Rocky Bleier take 
on greater import as receivers against Dallas 
linebackers, who are only fair on pass average. 


DALLAS, Defensive Tendencies: 
Since Franco busts many of his long gainers to 
the left out of Red and Brown formations, look 
for the Cowboys to load up on the weakside to 
stop him Shut off Harris and you shut off 
Steelers because Bradshaw alone can’t carry a 
team, no matter what you’ve heard about his 
maturation. 
Against the pass, it’s more important to cut 
down Bradshaw's throwing time than to worry 
about containing his scrambling. Under pres­ 
sure. he’s more prone to throw down the middle 
into double coverage. 
Cowboys' controlled style of play with the flex­ 
ed front four should contain the Steeler slant-ins. 
If thev curb the runs, you’ll see a lot of the 
Dallas six-man defensive back umbrella, with 
just one linebacker to guard the middle and the 
usual four man rush up front. 
This is the most physical Dallas team yet.

Tall Jones. By handling Too Tall, you open up 
holes inside for Harris. 
Running back Franco Harris vs. middle 
linebacker Lee Roy Jordan. It’s not a direct 
matchup, but Lee Roy will be dogging Franco’s 
steps. 


PITTSBURGH. Defensive Tendencies: 
Steelers must be conscious of Staubach runn­ 
ing more from the shotgun than he did earlier in 
the season. They also have to be alert for the un­ 
usual — the end around, quick screens to the 
wide receivers, even the shovel pass. 


Fame of that Iron Curtain front rests more on 
its ability to seal the run than in its pass rush 
They alone can contain ground game, leaving 
those very agile linebackers to react superbly to 
all situations On a physical basis. Joe Greene 
and gang can neutralize Dallas I-formation at­ 
tack bv controlling backers in front of them, not 
yielding any holes for little Bob Newhouae to 
bounce through.

Fugett’s got to get into 
passing lanes to make Cowboys go.

Jack Lambert. Fitz has to neutralize the ranging 
tactics of the Steelers’ ball hawk. 


DALLAS, Offensive Tendencies: 
Coach Tom Landry's genius must figure out 
what has been up to now. almost impossible — 
way to run against that Steeler front four. It 
would force the Pittsburgh linebackers to con­ 
centrate less on passing game. 
Forget the sideline patterns — Steeler 
defenders react too quickly. Deep drag in routes 
by tightend Jean Fugett and shorter circles by 
backs coming across the middle are best hopes 
of penetrating the Steelers’ double-zone defense. 
They can't play conservative against the 
Steelers. Roger Staubach will have to throw on 
first and second downs.

Attorney General Evelle 
Younger this week outlined 
some personal objectives of 
his office for the year 1976 and 
all we can say is that we hope 
he is successful in each and 
every area. 


The attorney general is the 
top law enforcement officer of 
the State and it is more than 
welcome to see that his objec­ 
tives contain a toughness, a 
tightening of enforcement and 
penalty. 


Foremost among his objec­ 
tives is his promise to sponsor 
legislation to repeal the in­ 
determinate sentencing law. 
Younger wants it replaced

with a law in which every 
crime is punished by a fixed 
prison sentence. 


We have always concurred 
that similar crimes must be 
punished in similar manner. 
Furthermore, it has always 
been logical that the penalty 
for violating the law is known 
to anyone who considers 
criminal conduct. Such a move 
would, in our opinion, assist in 
deterring criminal conduct. 


Younger also attacks plea 
bargaining and hopes to limit 
it to what the court feels “is 
appropriate under the circum­ 
stances” and not in return for 
guilty pleas. 


He h as a lso en d o rsed 
pending legislation mandating 
prison term s for persons con­ 
victed of burglary who have 
had two prior convictions. 
In the area of fiscal respon­ 
sibility, the attorney general 
calls for laws consolidating 
pretrial and trial motions into 
one hearing. Hie current prac­ 
tice of allowing pretrial and 
trial motions to be made in 
piecemeal fashion only in­ 
crease the work of the system 
and the time saved by con­ 
solidation would save tax­ 
payers substantial sums. 
We hope that the attorney 
general bats 1000 on his objec­ 
tives. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Checkup on the candidates 


WASHINGTON - Except for a 
frequent weakness for fattening foods, 
the Democratic presidential candidates 
seem to be physically fit for the job. 
We have examined their medical 
records and interviewed their doctors. 
Only Alabama’s Gov. George Wallace 
has a serious health problem. Yet he is in 
remarkably good 
shape, considering 
that he is confined by 
paralysis 
to 
a 
wheelchair. 
Both Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., 
and Rep. Mo Udall, D- 
Ariz., have heart mur­ 
murs. But their condi­ 
tion is not at all 
serious, their doctors 
attest. 
Sen. Frank Church. 
D-Ida., had a cancer 
operation 20 years ago. But according to 
his doctor. Church is no more susceptible 
to cancer today than is a person who has 
never had the disease. 
The Senate’s hard-driving majority 
whip, Sen. Robert Byrd. D-W. Va., has a 
number of chronic problems which in­ 
dicate he is under constant tension. His 
doctor, nevertheless, pronounced him in 
“excellent” health. 
Here is a rundown, in alphabetical 
order, of the health of the leading 
Democratic candidates: 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind- His latest 
medical report describes him as a 
“vigorous person with a regular exercise 
habit.” His wily active medical problem 
appears to be a “solitary nodule in his 
right lung since 1967.” This is “no threat 
to (Bayh's) health at this Ume” but 
needs “continued monitoring,” states 
the doctor. 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex. — His only 
problem, according to a medical ex­ 
amination last October, was “a more or 
less rhythmic twitch of the cheek, right 
corner of his mouth associated with 
blinking of his eyes. ” The twitch “ceased 
to occur” after it was pointed out to 


Bentsen. 
Sen. Robert Byrd, D-W. Va. — He is 
plagued by “a number of minor, active 
problems” which require medical atten­ 
tion. To relieve a nervous tremor, the 
Senator sometimes uses “sherry before 
meals and before stressful situations 
such as speech making.” His doctor also 
prescribed Inderal to help reduce the 
tensiwi. 
Byrd suffers from various stomach 
and lower tract disorders. Although he 
has an inactive ulcer, “he routinely uses 
four teaspoons of Maalox at bedtime." 
Ex-Gov. Jimmy Carter of Georgia — 
His doctor states that Carter is “able to 
carry on at an amazing pace with no evi­ 
dent fatigue.” The doctor found “no in­ 
dication of any diabetic tendency or any 
fat tendency” in the blood tests. Ap­ 
parently, Carter keeps his weight under 
control and exercises regularly. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Ida. — Walter 
Reed Hospital found him in excellent 
health but advised him to pay “continued 
attention to weight control and 
avoidance of high carbohydrate foods.” 
He suffers from diverticulosis, a com­ 
mon chronic condition affecting the 
lower tract. 
The examination also found “no 
significant change” in a high-frequency 
hearing loss first discovered in 1969. 
Ex-Sen. Fred Harris, D-Okla. — Ex­ 
cept for a “significant weight problem,” 
he is in fine condition. His medical 
history includes an ulcer developed while 
he was in law school, a gunshot wound 
from a hunting accident as a youth, and a 
brief but severe ear infection in 1972. All 
are completely cured. 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D- Minn. — He 
is five pounds overweight but “does not 
lack for energy,” his doctor told our as­ 
sociate Bob Owens, Humphrey’s last 
physical in October showed “no evidence 
of the (bladder) tumor that was X- 
rayed.” Since the removal of the cancer 
trace, according to his doctor, 
Humphrey’s bladder “is no different now 
than it was eight years ago.” 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash. — He

suffers from “chronic nasal stuffiness,” 
is also allergic to “adhesive tape, 
strawberries, eggs, plated gold and 
wool.” His only serious medical problem 
was solved by a kidney stone operation a 
year ago. His physician recently wrote to 
him: “You are not only cured but in ex­ 
cellent condition.” 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D. — 
Because of an insufficiency in his heart, 
his doctors have advised him to take 
preventive antibiotics to avoid infections 
from surgical procedures. Otherwise, his 
heart murmur doesn’t affect him. 
McGovern plays tennis two or three 
times a week without any evidence of 
heart trouble. Occasionally he has poor 
sleep, waking up around 4 a.m. He “uses 
Dalmane once or twice a week” to help 
him sleep. 
Gov. Milton Shapp of Pennsylvania — 
A kidney stone recently gave him trou­ 
ble, but it apparently has been passed. 
All his other medical tests show him to 
he in good health. 
Rep. Mo Udall, D-Ariz. — A heart mur­ 
mur has been detected but only “at max­ 
imal stress.” His physician, therefore, 
views this as a finding “of questionable 
significance.” 
Nevertheless, Udall has been advised 
to take antibiotics as a precaution before 
even minor dental work. There have 
been no ill effects from a bout with viral 
pneumonia last July. Meanwhile, he ex­ 
ercises daily and plays basketball and 
golf regularly. 
Gov. George Wallace of Alabama — 
He has astounded his doctors by the com­ 
eback he has made from the 1972 attempt 
on his life. Although paralyzed from the 
waist down, he has overcome early 
problems with his urinary tract, has 
avoided the bed sores that plague many 
paraplegics and has attained general 
good health. Wallace is also partially 
deaf and wears a hearing aid in his right 
ear. 
Footnote: Ex-Sen. Eugene McCarthy, 
D-Minn., refused to provide his medical 
records for reasons of “privacy.” 
Sargent Shriver and ex-Gov. Terry San­ 
ford of North Carolina also failed to 
produce their records. Sanford, 
meanwhile, was admitted to the hospital 
with chest pains. 


Four governors of big states have is­ 
sued the ritual call to federalize welfare. 
The published text of their manifesto 
makes no reference, as one would ex­ 
pect, to the shell game they are as usual 
involved in. That is to say, beyond a little 
talk here and there about the economies 
that would be effected by consolidating 
under a single unit 
functions now per­ 
formed by several un­ 
its, the talk is only of 
benefits conferred: 
not of costs stayed. 
The motivation of 
the governors of New 
York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and 
Wisconsin is obvious. 
The costs of welfare 
are continuing to rise. 
They assume that that 
increase is irreversi­ 
ble. Everyone more or less assumes that 
— with the exception of Ronald Reagan 
who, quietly and without pronounced 
pain to anyone, reversed the trend in 
California a few years ago. But 
Democratic governors have a difficult 
time saying no. 
Unfortunately, they are, this time 
around, finding that the citizens of their 
own states are saying no. Not so much 
directly to welfare, because the welfare 
lobbyists are too well entrenched. They 
are saying no to collateral state 
enterprises. State A desires to build, let 
us say, a new and costly bridge. The 
proposal is put to the voters, and the 
voters, feeling the great tension of the 
taxes they are having to pay to sustain 
state government, vote: no — and the 
bridge goes unconstructed. 
The shell game in question consists in 
the governor of a particular state per­ 
suading the federal government to take 
over the cost of a welfare program so as 
to “relieve” the local taxpayer. This 
operation, perfectly executed, appears 
to work over the short term. If, for in­ 
stance, Washington were to take over the 
proposed welfare activities now paid for 
by New Jersey, New Jersey would need 
to raise 116 million less in local taxes. 
That is exactly how far the interest of 
the governor of New Jersey extends. It 
makes no difference to him that the 
federal government, in order to supply 
the identical services, would then need to 
raise the taxes of residents of New 
Jersey by 116 million dollars. As long as 
it is the federal government doing the 
taxing, the local governors reason, there 
will be no political retribution against 
local officials. 
Experience tends to bear this out. Dur­ 
ing the long months given over to discus­ 
sing the financial crisis of New York 
City, New York’s champions were fond 


of emphasazing the great flow of New 
York money that goes out of state for the 
benefit of other people. It is a purely 
freakish statistic that in recent years 
New York State was a beneficiary state, 
i.e., that it took in more welfare funds 
than it sent out in the form of taxes. But 
that was because of a loophole in the 
Congressional law, since repaired; so 
that it is safe to say that New York is 
spending out more money than it is tak­ 
ing in at the present moment. 


But isn’t that the general idea of 
redistributionism in the federal system? 
If it goes against the grain of New 
Yorkers to pay out more than they take 
in, then why do the state’s legislators in 
Congress, with one or two significant ex­ 
ceptions, continue to vote fen* programs 
whose implementation will precisely 
mean more of the same kind of thing? 
Using the polar examples, more money 
out of New York, more money into Mis­ 
sissippi.

Congress to stop spending as much 
money as it is now spending on welfare; 
and to send the same manifesto to the 
legislators in his own capital. This is 
because Democratic politics is based on 
the most dogged superstition of western 
civilization: that there is such a thing as 
the spontaneously-generated dollar, 
flowing out of Washington, D.C. 
There is only one way to attack this 
superstition. It is to move out of 
Washington, not into Washington, the 
operation of welfare programs. Ronald 
Reagan was talking, a little mistily it is 
charged, about that kind of thing. The 
proposals have been worked out con­ 
cretely in a book (by myself) published a 
few years ago. Washington, D.C. should 
be in charge of welfare programs for the 
benefit of exactly 19 states of the union 
— the states whose resources are less 
than the national average. Not one of 
these states is New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, or Wisconsin. You could 
reduce by 90 per cent the federal tax that 
goes to welfare. That money would be 
available for local government to tax - 
under the beadier supervision of local 
voters.

Dear editor, 
It seems the Law Enforcement As­ 
sistance Agency (LEAA) has proposed 
new 
federal “guidelines” that would 
close criminals records to public 
scrutiny. In other words, someone like 
Charles Manson (eligible for parole in 
1978) could be working next to you 
because your employer was denied 
criminal background information from 
your local police department when 
screening new employes. The many ob­ 
vious reasons why LEAA’s “guidelines” 
should be rejected are far too numerous 
to be listed here.
